L SUMMARY 

The present rejection should be removed because there is no express or 
inherent teaching in the art of a dock pad having the claimed heat shield or a heat 
shield having the claimed thermal conductivity properties. The patent office's 
reference to an unrelated listing of some example thermal conductivities does not 
establish any inherent properties of the materials actually referenced in the prior art.
